Thirty-Five Summoned 
For Trial Of Robbery 
Charge On July 12th 


A venire of thirty-five prospec- if 


tive jurymen was drawn in Super- 
jor Court Friday morning and its 
members are being notified by the 
Sheriff to appear July 12 for pos- 
sible service as jurors in the trial of 
Webster E. Ware, charged with rob- 
bery and with assault with a deadly 
weapon. 

Ware, for whom Attorney C. W. 
Pearson was appointed counsel by 
the court, has denied his guilt on 
both charges and is held in jail in| 
lieu of bail set at $1,500 by Justice 
of the Peace T. F. Lewis at the pre- 
liminary hearing. 

The charges arise out of Ware’s 
asserted holdup of Don Scalzi, 
proprietor of the Hangman’s Tree 
Cafe, on the morning of Sunday, | 
June 11th, following a difference of | 
opinion between the two as to the 
amount of wages owed Ware by 
Scalzi for whom he had been doing | 
some painting.

“Banks will be closed from Sat- 
urday noon until Wednesday morn- 
ing in observance of the July 4 hol- 
iday and I advise all business people 
that it is in their interest to be pos- 
itive of the responsibility of parties 
for whom they cash checks.”

Manager Lloyd Raffetto, of the 
Raffles, notified the sheriff’s office 
Friday morning that Snyder, alias 


' Rudder, had presented three checks 
|! and Mr. Raffetto said he had made 
| inquiry by telephone of the bank 
; at San Mateo on which the checks 
| were drawn and was informed that 
| Snyder had no account with that 


bank. 

In response to this information, 
Deputy Sheriff Ralph Jones was 
assigned to the case and upon a 
search of the room which Snyder 
and his wife had occupied was able 
to find a receipt for the purchase of 
gasoline which gave the license 
number of their automobile. 

This information was broadcast to 
the state highway patrol with the 
result that their car was halted near 
Folsom and Snyder was returned 
here shortly after noon by Sheriff 
Smith and Deputy Jones.

By the use of efficient types oi 
testing machines at the laboratory 
it is often possible to redesign a 
container so as to reduce the 
amount of material required, to save 
shipping weight 
space, and at the same time to make 
the container stronger and cheaper. 
A drum testing machine, termed a 
“mechanical baggageman,” is de- 


signed to reproduce all the hazards | 
of transportation. In it boxes and | 


crates, loaded with the commodities 
to be shipped. are subjected to 


all parts of the container. These 
tests show that the joints and fast- 
enings 
‘wooden boxes and crates and that 
boxes made of relatively thin lum- 
ber and properly nailed are stronger 
and more serviceable than if made 
of heavy lumber and poorly nail- 
ed. 


The tests also show that it is 
necessary to use high-grade lumber 
to produce boxes having maximum 
strength. Even low-grade lumber 
containing knots and knot holes 
can be successfully used for boxes. 
Although knots and holes reduce the 
breaking strength of lumber, the 
= of such defects in box 
| 


parts, other than at the nailing 
edge, seldom reduces the strength 
of the box unless the knot or hole 
occupies more than one-third of the 
width of the board.

BERLIN, ‘\P—Fuehrer Adolf Hit- 
ler plans to visit Danzig between 
July 20 and 30, well-informed Nazi 
sources said today. 
| These sources believe the Danzig 
problem wil] reach its climax late in 
July or early in August, when Dan- 
zig will be returned to the Reich 
without a general European war. 

Nazi sources do not believe that 
Germany at present is linking Dan- 
zig with the Polish corridor ques- 
tion, but will be content to solve the

ABOVE NORMAL THIS SEASON, JULY 4 


CELEBRANTS WARNED 


SAN FRANCISCO — Uncle Sam 
believes Ome hundred per cent in 
the safe and sane Fourth of July 
Act recently passed by the Legisla- 
ture. This law is not yet in effect 
So once more he reminds the young- 
er generation, and their dads, that 
fire works must not be taken into 
the national forests. This means fire 
crackers of all sizes and kinds—Ro- 
man candles, skyrockets, pinwheels. 
bombs and balloons operated with 
candles or flame of any kind. It's 
tough on the kids but it’s better 
to be safe than run the risk of 
burning up the camp ground. 

There is more reason to be care- 
ful-than usual this season, according 
to Regional Forester S. B. Show. To 
date the number of fires in the na- 


tional forests of California are 44 
per cent above the normal for this 
time of year. For the state as a 
whole the State Division of Fores- 
try shows a more serious situation 
than the national forests. According 
to reports from the State Forester 
22.910 acres have been burned over 
to June first which is twice the 
area burned last year and five times 
as much as in 1937. There have been 
839 fires to that date. which is in 
excess of the two previous years in 
the same proportion as the acreage 
burned. 

The reason given by both the fed- 
eral and state forest officials for 
this condition is sub-normal pre- 
cipitation during the winter and | 
early spring with drying winds

“Christian Science: Its

your sins, and your _ diseases.

True Ministry 

The word “minister” means “to 
do things needful or helpful: to 
render aid; to be serviceable; to 
give or supply soinething.” No mat- | 
ter how successful and efficient one’ 
may be, there comes a time in 
everyone’s life when his human ef- 
forts fail him. He is inevitably 
forced to reach out to some power 
beyond and above himself in order 
to overcome his difficulties.

Solomon: a Ruler Who Began Well

Solomon really got the throne 


by a trick of his mother’s King | 


David was an old man, nearing 
his death, and one of his sons, 
Adonijrh whose mother was 
Haggith, decided to make himself 
king You remember Absalom, the 
dissolute son, whom David lowed 
80 much and who was killed when 
his horse ran under a tree and his 
long hair caught in the branches? 
Well, Atonijah was his younger 
brother. You see, in those days, 
kings had several wives, so nat- 
urally when the old king was dy- 
ing, there was a great rivalry 
among them to place their own 
sons on the throne. 

Solomon's mother was Bath- 
sheba, and to her went Nathan, a 
prophet, and told her that Adont- 
jan had set himself up as king 
and was feasting with his follow.

YOSEMITE PARK INJURIES 
CAUSE OF CONCERN 
TO RANGERS 


YOSEMITE NATIONAL PARK— 
A rise in the number of injuries to 
park visitors by bears is a concern 
in Yosemite according to Lawrence 
C. Merriam, park superintendent. 

Many people persist in feeding 
these wild animals in spite of the 
stringent regulation against the 
feeding, touching, teasing or molest. 
ing of bears, and all too often suf: 
fer from bites and scratches and 
have to receive hospital treatment. 
Sixteen cases have been treated at 
the hospital] thus far this season. 

“Bears are one of the attractions 
in Yosemite,” Superintendent Mer- 
riam pointed out, “but it is imper- 
ative for the well-being of park vis- 
itors aS well as for the bears them- 
| selves that they be kept in as near- 
ly a natural state as possible.” 
| The feeding of bears along road- 
‘sides in past years resulted in many 
‘injuries from too close contact with 
‘these animals, and a year ago the 


;regulation prohibiting the feeding 
|and touching or molesting of bears 
_ was inaugurated. Rangers were weli 
| pleased with the hearty cooperation 
wihch assisted in keeping injuries 
| at a small number last year, but the 
‘many cubs that have appeared this 
season are attracting too much feed- 
|ing. by visitors and the number of 


injuries has been on the increase.
